Virginia: Wastes 
at Fort Monroe, Hampton, Common in the sandy lawns. Elizabeth 
Co. Nov. 15, 1959. Reed 45919. Also in US. 


Festuca dertonensis (All.) Aschers, & Graebn, Delaware: 
Edge of woods just east of Noxentown, New Castle Co, June 
13, 1960, Reed 47196. Also in US. 


Heleochloa schoeniodes (L.) Host. Delaware: Wharves, 
New Castle, New Castle Co. Oct, 21, 1863, Albert Commons. 
(Reed Herb.),
